The League has been 
attempting to gain access to the 
technical information the 
government used as the basis of 
its new regulations on farmers. 

"We can only assume that the 
government is afraid to let the 
public see what is in those 
documents," said William Earl, 
attorney for the League. It is 
not fair to the farmers, nor to 
the public in general, that 
government agencies making 
far-reaching decisions affecting 
the lives and livelihoods of 
thousands of people are 
permitted to operate in secret." 

Many of the documents 
ordered released by the 
Tallahassee judge are similar to 
the public records that the 
South Florida Water 
Management District still 
refuses to provide to, the 
League. 

Earl said the Тик was 
forced to file a still-pending 
lawsuit to obtain these 
documents from the District. 
"The League fully anticipates 
the same decision in its lawsuit 
against the District as in the 
public records suit against DER 
in Tallahassee," Earl said. "We 
have attempted to work with 
the District's staff on this, but 
62.documents at issue. have 
still not been released.” 

Earl urged the District to 
reconsider its position and 
avoid the unnecessary cost to 
the taxpayers of litigation and 
the payment of attorneys fees 
to the League.
